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BULGARIANS ACTIVE. 
“NEARING ADRIANOPLE 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—tThe Servians have occupied Pristina, 60 miles 
north of Uskub, and just off the railway line from Mitrovitza to 
Salonika. They have also invested Kumanovo. 

Nothing is known from Turkish sources of conditions in this 
theater of war and a press censorship of the most rigorous 
description veils the movements of Turks and Bulgarians alike 
round Adrianople. Excepting that the Bulgarians have occupied 
Cherman some 20 miles from Adriaaople on the railway nothing 
is known. . 

Adrianople itself guards the junctions of the Maritza Tundja 
and Arda and all roads radiating from here and covers the railway 
line. Its works are held by 20,000 men with 400 guns.. The 
Bulgarian lines would have a perimeter of 30 miles, any section of 
which would be open to the attack of the Turkish field army. To 
carry it by assault should be an immensely costly proceeding. 

The Turks, whose military training is German, are apparently 
holding Adrianople for the purpose for which it was designed of 
breaking the advance on Constantinople and enabling them to 
complete their concentration in Thrace of the Anatolian army 
corps. They might decide that the sacrifice of Adrianople would 
be worth the damage inflicted on Bulgaria in capturing it, leaving 
her with greatly weakened forces to face the overwhelming 
numbers which in the meantime had been concentrated behind it. 
This would be perfectly sane strategy according to the German 
doctrine of the relations of fortresses to field armies, but what 
is actually happening it is certain nobody knows.

is worth explaining. 

Some time ago a group of Russian 
financiers conceived a plan of connecting 
the port of Karachi on the Arabian sea, 
by a transpersian line, with Moscow. 
Such a line would run largely through 
undeveloped country and partially 
through desert. It could in no way be 
remunerative, and it would be owned by 
foreigners. To have asked Persia to be 
responsible for the cost of its construc- 
tion would have- been ridiculous.’ First, 
because Persia was not in a position to 
bear the cost, and, secondly, because it 
would have been asking her to bear the 
cost of a line for which no return was 
to be expected, for the sake of placing 
the profits of the construction in the 
pockets of Russian financiers. Had it 
not been for the Anglo-Russian entente, 
the project would probably have been 
dismissed at once. As it was, the Rus- 
sian government was induced to ap- 
proach the British government on 
subject. Meantime, the Russian group, 


finding no support for their undertaking, | 


proceeded to ally thamselves to a group 


of French capitalists, and to press their 


undertaking upon the governments of the 
triple entente. 

It was at this period that the British 
foreign offite changed its attitude. Real- 
izing the determination of the allied 
zroup to make itself heard, Sir Edward 
3rey, always pliable where the harmony 
of the entente was concerned, advised a 
zroup of British capitalists to join the 
scheme.

Tuat Gen. Felix Diaz had more than a name 
to his credit was not unknown to people 
familiar with Mexico even though his 
uncle’s extreme care in avoiding anything 
savoring of nepotism kept him from going 
beyond the post of chief of police of the 
capital. Once or twice during the last months 
of Don Porfirio’s regime Felix Diaz seemed 
on the point of springing suddenly into the 
arena, and his prospects, if not his attitude, 
gave his powerfukenemies a great deal to clamor about at that time. 
Relatively little, too little to suit his friends, has been heard from 
him since his uncle’s departure, although at least once, some months 
ago, he was perfectly willing to admit that he had political ambitions. 
Felix Diaz had been crouching for a long time, but when he did 
spring it shook the Madero regime to its foundation and struck more 
terror than many weary months of Zapata and Orozco warfare. To 
seize the chief seaport of Mexico was, from the military standpoint, 
a stroke of genius such as might be expected from a clan famous for 
audacity tempered with cunning. It also gave a fairly clear idea of 
what the younger Diaz thinks of the likelihood of intervention. 
Don Porfirio’s nephew could not have timed his action better 
for his purpose. There is today a reaction against the Madero uncer- 
tainties and a reversion to the Diaz certainties that can hardly be 
mistaken on either side of the Bravo. It does not mean that a return 
to the “ancien regime’ is either desired or desirable. It is not a 
question of regime, but of system. And the Diaz system, unadul- 
terated by certain oligarchical influences and interests, gave Mexico 
a generation of peace and unprecedented prosperity. It is only the 
happenings of the last two years that can give us an 
magnitude of General Diaz's work in keeping peace for thirty-seven

than himself, and a group of financiers who could not be taught much 
that they did not know about the high finance in its political bearings. 
“Lazarus and Underwood” are able to dictate to governments. 
because those governments have constant necessity for their services, 
and are largely domunated by their interests. The Chinese govern- 
ment could have gone into the market, and, without the slightest 
trouble, raised any sum they required on terms they deemed advan- 
tageous to the country.

WHATEVER else may be counted as gain from 
the United States inquiry into campaign con- 
tributions, and trom the filing of electioneer- 
ing expenses under the laws of the several 
states for the prevention of corrupt practises, 
one point has been made to stand out very 
conspicuously, namely, that politics, as it is 
played at present, is a game in which it is 
useless, as well as risky, for the poor man 
to take part, unless, indeed, he be backed in 
his enterprise by wealthy and willing friends. It is nofisense to 
view this matter in a partizan light. The evil of extravagant pre- 
election and election expenditure is not partizan; it is one for which 
the political system of the United States is blamable; in the last 
analysis, it is an evil chargeable to American public opinion. The 
moral of all that has been learned and of all that is being learned 
regarding the employment of large sums of money by and in behalf 
of candidates for offices that should be filled by the uninfluenced will 
and act of the people, and the hope of correcting the harmful ten- 
dencies and effects resulting, will be lost if either partizanship or per-

sonality be permitted to sway the sentiments of honest-minded ard 
patriotie people. : 

The one thing to be kept in mind is, that notwithstanding all that 
has been done through popular agitation and state and national leg- 
islation, the cost of candidacy in the United States today remains 
excessive, sometimes enormous, always a menace to the integrity of 
the voter and the purity of the ballot box. From the presidency 
down, trom an aldermanship up—through all the stages and grades 
of ofhceholding, from the lowest to the highest—political campaign- 
ing too often bears the stamp of the dollar, the stain of the contribu- 
tion made for some selfish and unworthy motive. The sworn state- 
ments of expenses incurred by candidates who are above suspicion 
reveal the fact that politics, under the present system, and at its best, 
draws ruthlessly and dangerously upon the resources of those who 
seek and are named for office. Places that carry salaries of $5000 
or $10,000 a year must now often be fought for, and won or lost, 
with the aid of campaign funds that represent tortunes. In the 
larger contests, the $100,000 contributor has become so usual that 
he scarcely receives passing attention; jt has been shown. that the 
individual gift to the campaign fund in these latter years frequently 
runs up to the quarter of a million. 

Poor men, men of ordinary means, men who canfiot command 
the aid of wealthy friends—men otherwise deserving of and, because 
of their special fitness, entitled to pl ice, are often discouraged by 
the high cost of politics. [ven the direct primary, provided tor the 
purpose of assuring fairer representation to the mass of the people, 
has been the means of increasitig the cost of candidacy, or has been 
made the excuse for it. The man of limited resources desirous of 
entering the field of politics is now more than ever deterred from 
doing so, since he must meet, or have some one meet for him, the 
expenditures involved in two elections instead of one, as formerly. 

How is reform without reaction to come as a relief for this 
condition? Evidently it must come through the assumption by the 
people of all election expenditures. This seems to be the rational, 
the safe remedy, making it illegal for any person to spend money, on 
his own or any other person's account, in political contests. The 
cost to the public treasury of meeting all legitimate election expenses 
will, of course, be great, but the compensatory benefits will be vastly 
greater. It will mean marvelous things for the permanent welfare 
of the American republic and its institutions if there shall be an abso- 
lute divorce between political candidacy and private cash. 


It ts mentioned both as an interesting and significant fact that 
while the capital of Canadian chartered banks has a little less than 
doubled in twenty years, the deposits in those institutions have 
increased six fold. One of the drawbacks to this condition, other- 
is that, since capital determines the note 
circulation, the latter has not grown proportionately with the needs 
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of business. 


Tue Oregon electric railway is running sleeping cars that it has 
named after tributaries of the Willamette river.

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THE circumstances and the conditions that

ment. It is unfortunately the case that there 
are millions of people in the world who preter 
to read news that is pleasing to them, even 
if it is not altogether true, to news that, although true, is disagree- 
able. In one country as in another, a large element of the population 
is always ready to accept without question the news it wants to hear. 
More unfortunate still is the fact that, recognizing this human weak- 
ness, there are those in the news-gathering and news-distributing 
feld who are ready to cater to it, to play upon it, to use it to their 
own advantage. 

A great deal of the news that is given near eastern date lines 
in these days is intended to thrill, to cause sensation, to justify large 
and glaring headlines. It has little real basis. If it has a fact to 
sustain it, the probability is that it is often exaggerated, if not made 
to serve a purpose entirely contrary to its meaning. 

Opinions are as diverse as numerous on the situation in south- 
eastern Europe, as well as on the remedy necessary to the settlement 
of the Turkish problem and the manner of its application. It is 
only tair to strive to understand the subject in all its phases before 
arfiving at conclusions. Nothing, in any event, will be gained by 
giving credence to sensational news and thereby encouraging its dis- 
semination. News that is founded on fact is certain to be confirmed 
beyond dispute in due time. It is advisable to await this confirma- 
tion. 
readers to the extent of presenting all news stamped with its real 
news value, or of withholding from them news believed to be of no 
value whatever. 
on the proposition that false news is not news at all, and’ that ques- 
tionable news is not news until confirmed, there is little danger that 
either will become misinformed or confused, because the one side 
will be in no hurry to spread_unreliable information ayd the’ other 
side will patiently await the arrival of facts. |

the Balkans | 


MANY communities of the United States, 
Kast and West, North and South, especially 
those situated on, or contiguous to, natural 
highways of communication, have been for 
some time past theorizing and planning on 
the subject of improved waterways and 
improved waterway facilities. Sacramento, 
Cal., is one of them, and one of the few 
among them that have taken advanced steps 
toward putting their theories into practise 
and making their plans effective. This newspaper has had occasion 
heretofore to refer to the projects for bringing the fertile Sacra- 
mento valley into closer communication with the sea and of deepening 
the Sacramento river and its tributaries so that this communication 
might be opened from the Pacific to the foothills of the Sierra 
Nevadas. All of these are gradually taking shape; all of them are 
within measurable distance of accomplishment, but Sacramento is 
not waiting until the complete dreany shall be realized; she is doing 
her own part and doing it now. 

‘Work will soon begin upon the deep water canal that is to add 
about a mile to the present waterfront of the city. his canal is to 
be a link in the chain of waterways that will bring Sacramento into 
connection at once with the interior and the ocean. It should have 
the immediate effect, on completion, of stimulating neighboring com- 
munities and the entire valley to unite upon a policy that will not 
only make Sacramento a great shipping point but add immensely to 
agricultural values throughout the entire section. 

However, the pleasing and encouraging phase of the matter as 
it stands at present is the unmistakable proof Sacramento is receiving 
of an increase in confidence in her future abroad, corresponding 
exactly with that felt at home. In proportion as Sacramento has 
displayed belief in herself, others have displayed belief in her. 
Before a spadeful of: earth is turned on the line of the canal, 
Strangers, and many of them people with capital, are looking for 
opportunities in the city. Business activities are enlarged, improve- 
ments of all kinds are accelerated, population is increasing. 

Sacramento has hardly begun the things she has determined to 
do, but she has gone far enough to satisfy the interested observer 
that she means to go ahead, and her progressiveness is already bring-

fine the “fair price: these are crucial questions bound to be asked. 
But the significant fact is the emergence of the issue, and the hint 
by a responsible party candidate that he favors such constitutional 
modifications as will make possible direct action by a popular vote. 
The fixed and immutable, irrevocable and enduring conception 
of charter rights and privileges, defined by the federal supreme court 
in the Dartmouth College case after one of Webster's classic aud 
monumental arguments, does not escape attack in these evolutionary 
days when all things static are under fire. Ends rather than origins, 
results rather than purposes, social good rather than individual gains 
—these are the objects on which the vital thought and feeling of the 
tinie concentrate. Increased demands dfe being made upon persons 
and corporations vested with privilege, in the way of definite social 
returns; failing in which there is a disposition to withdraw previously 
conferred power and that somewhat summarily. Whether discre- 
tionary power, to be used-in the publics interest, shall reside in 
public utility commissions or in the people themselves, is a mooted 
point, with the weight of favor, we believe, in the balance where sit 
expert commissioners with an adequate understanding of all the fac- 
tors involved and the difficulties of a transfer of title. On the other 
hand it needs only same flagrant betrayal of popular interests by 
public\utilities commissions to increase the popular demand for direct 
action by the people themselves. Up to date these commissions hay 
been conspicuous for fairness and for courage. .
